The rest of his spare moments 
he lived at 6402 Bishop street, not far away.

Nettie Swain lovingly claimed him as ne 
husband. 

At 840 West Sixty-first street it was Mrs. 
David E. Bates, nge Julia McCarthy. 

At 6402 Bishop street it was Mrs. David 
E. Gates, née Nettie Swain. 

Ventures in Other States. 

Bates, according to newspaper clippings 
found in his clothing, has had matrimonial 
ventures in other neighboring States. It is 
sald he has confessed to four marriages. 

Wair-haired, attired in a blue serge suit, 
and wearing a jaunty yachting cap, Bates 
sat sullen and dejected at the station last 
night and answered the questions fired at 
him in surly monosyliables. 

Bates is employed as a clerk in the receiv- 
ing department at the Union Stock-Yards, 
and is considered a leader among the young 
society people in Englewood. He was ar- 
rested at an early hour yesterday morning 
by Detective Reidy while at work at his 
desk. 

How Lawrence Traced Him. 

“My suspicion was first aroused by his 
borrowing tendencies,” said Lawrence yes- 
terday. “‘I knew he was not spending much 
money on my sister-in-law and I determined 
to find out more about him. For some time 
I have been suspicious that Bates was lead- 
ing a dual life. He appeared to be aware I 
was on his trail and dodged me through the 
alleys.

Letters from n Women. 


When Bates was arrested a large bundle 


of letters was found in his possession, nearly 
all of which were from women in various 
parts of Michigan, Wisconsin, and Illinois. 
Some were couched in loving terms, while in 
others the alleged bigamist was reproached 
for inconstancy, but all gave evidence of 
infatuation on the part of the writer. 

In contrast with these epistles were letters 
from lawyers regarding divorce proceedings 
in which women with whom he had con- 
tracted matrimonial alliances were inter- 
ested. | 

There was a profusion of marriage notices 
clipped from newspapers in which Bates fig- 
ured as bridegroom. His career for several 
years seems to have been one in which mar- 
Triage was made a specialty. 

Other documents found on Bates prove 
that he has held important and responsible 
positions, he having at one time been Pur- 
chasing Agent for the “ Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan”’ railroad. Considerable of his past 
was disclosed by the contents of the pack- 
age, which is in the Muds of the police to be 
used as evidence. 

Bates will be given a hearing next Wednes- 
day before Justice Fitzgerald. 

Marries Two Chicago Girls. 

Bates hag been in the service of the Union 
Stock-Yards company for three years past. 
Where he came from no one seems to know. 
Three years ago he was introduced into 
Englewood society. After a courtship last- 
ing only a few months Bates married Miss 
Julia McCarthy, sister of George McCarthy, 
the well-known Stock-Yards buyer, who lives 
at 616 Forty-eighth street. The wedding 
was an event in Englewood society circles. 
Through the influence of his brother-in-law 
Bates secured the position at the Stock- 
Yards, which he held at the time of his ar- 
rest. One child is the result of the mar- 
tlage. Bates and his family have lived at 
B40 West Sixty-first street for some time. 

Living not far from his home was Miss 


Nettie Swain, a handsome young woman of 


19 years, and a sister-in-law of H. P. Law- 
rence, who claims to have ferreted out much 
of Bates’ past life. Miss Swain lived at 602 
Bishop street, and Bates promptly fell a 
yietim to her pretty face. For six months,

Discovered im the Yard of James F. 
Frawier's Saloon, 235 North Clark 
Street, and Expires Almost Imme- 
diately—Proprietor of the Place Ar- 
rested—Bystander Hears Two Shots 
and a Twice Discharged Revolver 
Is Picked Up Behind the Bar. 


John Cromey was found at midnight last 


night, shot through the abdomen, fifty feet

was valid, at a recent date. The letter is 


under date of June 23, 1897, and informs 


Bates that his wife, Mrs. Anna Bates, has 
filled a bill for divorce. A decree of di- 
vorce found later shows that Mrs. Anna 
Bates is a free woman. 

Among the papers was also found a de- 
cree of divorce granted to Mrs. Nellie Bates 
of Kalamazoo, Mich., and a deed of some 
Auburn Park property to Anne Eliza Bates. 

The police say they have found in Bates 
a man wanted by Sheriff S. B. Peterson of 
Waupaca, Wis. Some time ago Peterson 
wrote the Stock-Yards police that he had a 
requisition for one Austin O. Croven, who 
was wanted there on charges preferred by 
a 15-year-old girl, Clara Vosburg, who lived 
in Waupaca. Peterson said in his letter the 
girl knew Bates was the man wanted and 
had addressed him as D. E. Bates, Union 
Stock-Yards, Chicago,“ a few days previous. 
In the letters found on Bates were several 
from Waupaca, Wis., signed Clara.“ 
Sheriff Peterson has been notified and is 
expected to arrive at any time to try and 
identify Bates. 


Houses Not Far Apart. 

If all stories told about Bates are true his 
ingenuity must have been severely taxed 
to avoid detection. The house in which he 
is said to have masqueraded at Gates was 
only a short distance from the home in 
which he was known as Bates. His duties 
required his being at the Stock- Yards nearly 
all night. At the Transit House grocery 
Bates would purchase provisions for one 
of his establishments and havé them deliv- 
ered to Mrs. D. E. Bates. He would then 
purchase ‘groceries and other merchandise 
and take them himself to Mrs. Gates. He 
was in the habit of eating his breakfast 
with Mrs. Bates. He would then go to the 
ether house, where he would have dinner. 
When away from either one the entire day 
he pleaded business as an excuse. In his 
pocket was found a memorandum on one 
side of which was the expense account at- 
tached to the Bates establishment and on 
the other the expenses incurred at the Gates 
household. 

Receipts found showed that both homes 
had been furnished on the installment plan. 
After he was arrested Bates’ fellow-em- 
ployés say that he received frequent calls 
to the telephone while at the office and that 
it was always a woman's voice that called 
for him. It is said he told his friends of 
domestic troubles and pending divorce suits. 

Smiles at Two Wives idea. 

When asked if he had more than one wife, 
Bates only smiled and said his attorney had 
forbidden him to tell He admitted to 
Lieutenant Kelleher at one conversation 
that he had been married four times, but 
when asked again only shook his head and

Sinister Designs of Thieves.

The trouble with Gage Park is that some 
one is apparently trying to steal it.

Since 
then stores, saloons, and dwelling-houses 
have been broken into and everything imag- 
inable stolen. The patrol box at Fitty-first 
street and Western avenue is still in posi- 
tion, but the solitary policeman who keeps 
watch in the neighborhood of Gage Park 
was not seen last night, and it is feared that 
the ruthless bandits who are plundering the 
vicinity have taker’ him. 

The residents claim that over 1,500 chickens 
have been stolen from their virtuous coops 
within two weeks, and over five hundred 
ducks. 

With the intention of preventing further 
loss four citizens spent one night last week 
in guarding the portion of the park where 
the chicken census is greatest. That night 
no chickens were

The “immediate causes which led to Fraw- 
ley’s arrest were the facts that although 
Cromey was found almost under the edges 
of the police station’s rear windows no shots 
were heard by the men in the station, and 
the finding of a recently discharged revol- 
ver with two empty shells therein behind 
the bar in the saloon. The inference they 
drew was that the man had been shot in the 
saloon and had staggered out into the yard 
or had been carried there. 

Cromey, who wus a peripetatic bartender, 
went to work for Frawley last night. Trade 
was not brisk, and after 11 o’cleck there were 
few customers in the saloon. 

Kent Mears Two Shots. 

Just at 11:30 Charles Kent was passing 
the saloon, when he heard two shots which 
seemed to come from inside. He walked in, 
but saw no one. But as he neared the back 
door Frawley appeared and went with him 
to the yard, where they found Cromey lying 
just across the threshold unconscious and 
groaning. 

Kent picked up the wounded man, carried 
him into the rear room of the saloon, and 


placed him on a chair. He tried to make 


him speak, but the man with a groan fell 
over dead in his arms. 

Then Kent ran into the police station and 
told the desk sergeant of the shooting. 

When the police entered the saloon Fraw- 
ly was behind the bar polishing his glasses. 
The dead man had fallen from the chair 
where Kent had placed him and was lying 
on the floor. 

Frawley, who could not talk coherently, 
was taken into the station and a search 
made in the saloon. 

Frawley Is Non-Committal. 

Lieutenant Nolle questioned Frawley, who, 
it is said, remarked that any man who cursed 
him would have to suffer for it. Nothing 
more could be extorted from him. 

When the Lieutenant examined the saloon 
he found back of the bar, hidden among a 
number of jugs, a revolver with two car- 
tridges discharged. The weapon smelled of 
powder smoke, and is supposed to be the 
pistol with whick Cromey was killed. There. 
was no blood on the saloon floor and none on } 
Frawley, but the police are sure the shooting 
took place in the saloon. . 

Though two shots were fired Cromey was 
hit but once. The bullet struck him in the 
right side above the hip and passed nearly 
through the body. It was cut out from under 
the skin of the back. and taken to the sta- 
tion, where it fitted in the e e 
in the saloon.

COREY'S BALLOON TRIP 70 ALASKA. 


Kalamazce Man Deluged with Letters 
frem People Who Desire te 
re Accompany Him. 


Kalamazoo, Mich., Aug. 4.—[Special.J~The 
fact that Frank A. Corey intends to go to 
the Alaskan gold fields in an airship has 
brought letters from people in all parts of 
the country who are desirous of meking the 
trip with him.

The previous low record price has 
been 57% cents, made on Wednesday of last 
week. 

This is additional proof positive and con- 
vincing that the advocates of free coinage 
did not know what they were talking about.

Government assay bars were quoted to- 
day at 56% cents, which made the silver in 
a standard dollar worth but 43.88 cents. 
The bid price of bullion dealers today for 
Mexican dollars was 44% cents each, and 
for South American soles and pesos 30% 
cents each. 

Many reasons are advanced for these 
rapid strides downward in the price of the 
white metal. The decline which has carried 
these latest quotations to the lowest notch 
ever reached is ascribed by many to the 
dumping upon the market large quantities 
of silver held by people everywhere in the 
hope there would bé legislation favorable to 
it that would send the price up.

Effect of Big Gold Supply. 


Indeed, this decline in the value of silver 
is probably due not, as some have absurd- 
ly conjectured, to the prospect of an enor- 
mous addition from Alaska to the world’s 
stock of gold, but to an assurance by the 
British ministry that the mints of India 
will not be reopened, as it was at one time 
intimated they would be.

Along with wheat the price of almost every 
other commodity the farmer has to sell is on 
the upward grade. The reasons for this are 
not hard to find. The foreign demand for 
silver is gradually growing less, but the 
mines continue their output just the same. 
The foreign demand for breadstuffs and 
meats is on the increase to such an extent 
that farmers are holding all they can for 
the best prices possible. The wheat crops 
in other parts of the world are far short and 
the hog crop in Germany is an entire fail- 
ure. America must supply the old countries 

therefore with bread and pork. 


Little Hope for Silver. 


That silver will ever rise in value above 
its present level is quite unlikely. Indeed, 
it is much more likely that it will fall still 
lower than it is, and that it will eventually 
cease to be reckoned among the precious 
metals. Since 1870 the world’s total produc- 
tion of it has increased from about 40,000,000 
ounces annually to 160,000,000 ounces anriu- 
ally, and shows no signs of future decrease. 
The metal is so intimately mingled with 
gold, copper, and lead that if it had no value 
whatever it would still be produced in large 
quanti The gold now coming from 
Alaska is combined with a large amount of 
silver, and many copper and lead ores are 
rich in it. The cost of extracting it from 
gold, silver, and copper ores may, there- 
fore, be reckoned as nothing, while from 
many exclusively silver bearing ores it can 
be obtained at à profit so long as it can be 
sold for 25 cents per ounce.

ENGLISH COMMISSIONERS ON SILYER. 


Believe Measures to Increase the Value 
of the White Metal Would 
Help Agriculture. 


London, Aug. 4.—The Royal Commission 
on Agriculture has issued a report suggest- 
ing various palliatives for the existing de- 
pression in agriculture, which the commis- 
sion attributes mainly to the general and 
persistent fall of prices and to foreign com- 
petition, which is not likely to abate. The 
commissioners are very much divided in 
opinion with reference to a remedy for fall- 
ing prices. Ten of them, including the Hon. 
Henry Chaplain, President of the Local Gov- 
ernment board, and the Hon. Walter Hume 
Long, Conservative member for the West 
Derby, sign a supplementary report declar- 
ing their belief that the measures tending to 
increase the value of silver would greatly 
assist agriculture, but no recommendation 
on this subject is signed by the commission 
as a whole. 

The supplementary report expresses the 
opinion that depression prevails alike in 
protective and free trade countries and is 
especially severe in the United States; that 
heavy protective duties, when imposed in 
Germany and France, failed to give either 
country security against depression, and 
suggests that the reason for universal de- 
pression may be found in the great mone- 
tary changes made in Europe and the 
United States in 1873 and 1874. : 

Since the only countries which appear to 
be free from such depression are India and 
Argentina, the framers of the supplement- 
ary report contend that a prima facie case 
is established for the assertion that the de- 
pression is the outcome of the appreciation 
of gold and of the divergence in the value 
of metals, which gives an artificial advantage 
to producers in silver using countries. 

While suggesting the abandonment of the 
gold standard, the signers of the supple- 
mentary repogt propose an international 
conference to arrange for the reopening of 
mints abroad and tn India, and the restor- 
ation of silver either wholly or partially to 


coinage.

Kiosk, brought a suit, which was heard to- 
day, against Ahmed Rizza, editor of the 
Mechveret, a Young Turk journal, and his 
assistant, Ganem, for insulting the Sultan. 
The case was chiefly noteworthy owing to 
the sympathetic attitude of the Judge and 
public prosecutor and the outspoken utter- 
ances of the witnesses in favor of the de- 
fendants. The public prosecutor made no 
attempt to conceal his distaste of the duty 
imposed upon him by his office, and he re- 
ferred to the accused as “ the honorable de- 
fendants.” He remarked that several 


of the British government was subjected to 
an attack in the House of Commons today 
by Sir Wilfrid Lawson (Liberal), who also 
gave Cecil Rhodes a sharp prodding. Call- 
ing attention to the attitude of the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, Mr. Chamberlain, 
towards South Africa, Sir Wilfrid Lawson 
classed the latter’s policy as being danger 
ous and destructive to our reputation 
abroad. 

Referring to Cecil Rhodes, Sir Wilfrid re- 
marked that the ex- Premier of Cape Colony 
was guilty of ‘treachery, betrayal of his 
sovereign, and disloyalty to his colleagues.“ 

Continuing, Sir Wilfrid explained that 
Mr. Rhodes’ guilt consisted in “ falsely dat- 
ing a letter which was very like a forgery, 
involving bloodshed, murder, and confusion 
in many parts of the world.”’

In the other provinces, also, the war is 
waging flercely. At Mabuya, Santa Clara 
Province, General H. Segura had a hard en- 
gagement with the insurgents, and both 
sides fought so desperately that after sever- 
al hours they found themselves without 
ammunition. Captain Fernando Alvarez and 
other Spanish officers were killed. The 
losses were greut on both sides, but General 
Segura retreated, and victory remained with 
the Cubans, . 

At Laurel plantation, near Sancti Spiritus, 
in the same province, the Spanish forces of 
Grenada met the insurgents under Colonel 
Jos6 M. Gomez, and a battle was fought in 
spite of the heavy rain that was falling. 
Gomez captured a valuable convoy from the 
Spanish forces. 

In Santiago de Cuba Province another con- 
voy fell into the hands of the insurgents 
near Herminto. The Spanish battalion of 
Asia tried to defend it, but was dispersed by 
the explosion of several dynamite bombs in 
the ranks. Besides many guns and much 
ammunition the Cubans captured several 
prisoners. The Spanish iost thirty-five sol- 
diers and four officers killed. Their wound- 
ed numbered sixty-seven, among them the 
well-known Spanish Captains, José Gerrero 
and José Gonzales. The Cubans had fifty 
killed and wounded. 

The track of the Western Havana railway 
has been destroyed by the insurgents near 
Gabriei, Pinar del Rio Province. 

At Santiago de Cuba City Silvestre Esurd. 
Pablo Herrezuelo, and Ultimso Echevar 
havd been shot for aiding the revolution. 

The Spanish General, Emiliano Leono, has

Break Through the Central Trocha, 
Loot a City, and Win a Battle 
in Puerto Principe.

Havana, Aug. 4.—{Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—A semit-official Cienfuegos dis- 
patch announces that the Town of Jucaro, 
Puerto Principe Province, was invested July 
28 by the insurgents under Major Reyes 
and held eight hours. The Cubans looted the 
principal stores and burned the town hall. 
The Cubans lost seventeen men, and four- 
teen Spanish volunteers were killed in the 
attack. 

Jucaro is upon Weyler’s central trocha. 
On several occasions in the last few days 
Cuban scouts hovering near the city out- 
skirts made unsuccessful attempts to dyna- 
mite the Havana aqueduct and cut off the 
public water supply. Residents are appre- 
hensive of the ultimate success of the in- 
surgents’ plans. Government volunteers 
have been ordered to reinforce the block- 
houses along the aqueduct, and squads of

Not one but dozens of cases of this de- 
scription have been detailed in the recent 
reports received at the Department of State | 
and appeals have been made to 
law in regard to the appropria to the 
utmost with a view to relieving existing 
destitution and distress among Americans | 
temporarily located in Cuba. While there is 
no authority for extending such aid, it has 
been determined by the State department 
that in extreme cases, where it would be 
manifestly inhuman to refuse assistance, 
the rent of the unfortunates shall be paid 
by Consul General Lee out of this emergency 
appropriation. 

There appears to have been a concerted 
movement all over the Island of Cuba to 
cause Americans as much uneasiness and 
discomfort as possible in order that a de- 
mand may be made at Washington for im- 
mediate pecuniary relief. Thus far the 
scheme seems to have worked effectually, 
and the much needed relief will be extended 
in all cases where it is found to be absolutely 
necessary. These acts of the landlords in 
Cuba are not confined to the wealthy classes 
among the Spaniards, but the same spirit of 
animosity against Americans is manifested 
by dagoes of the lower order so far as rank 
and property holding is concerned. 


MORE PRISONERS ARE PARDONED, 


General Werler Acts Favorably on the 
Petition of the Cuban Home 
Rule Party. 


Havana, Aug. 4.—In addition to the forty- 
seven political exiles whom Captain General 
Weyler pardoned last Saturday, permitting 
them to return here from the Spanish penal 
settlements, the Official Gazette prints 
today a list of fifty-eight others liberated 
on the condition that they will reside in 
Spain, and El Pais announces that uncondi- 
tional pardon has been granted to sixty~ 
three prominent autonomists now in prison. 

Among them are the well-known lawyer, 
Miguel Viendt, Antonio Fernandez Castro, 
Macias Alvaro, Emilio Ledon, Emilie Mu- 
chado, Edouardo Armenteros, Rafael An- 
drade, John Nunez, Antonio Macias, Alvaro 
Ledon, Augusto Crues, Joaquin Bosch, 
Hatuey Cespedes, and Juan Bolanos Fon- 
dora. All of these are pardoned upon the 
petition of the Central committee of the 
Cuban home rule party.

There are two opinions among wheelmen 
in regard to whether the parks should have 
a part of the new income. Some assert that 
the revenue is understood to be only for the 
improvement of streets whose condition is 
now objected to by riders. There is plenty 
of room for such a use of the funds, it is 
claimed. The wheelmen are satisfied with 
the park and boulevard service and can sug- 
gest no improvements. There are special 
park taxes on three sides of the town for the 
maintenance of the park systems and the 
revenue appears to be sufficient. 

But there is another class of riders who 
declare that they do the bulk if not all of 
their riding on the roads under the jurisdic- 
tion of the park boards. They would like to 
be benefited by the tax which they pay. 
More wheeling is done on the boulevards 
than anywhere else, and it is but just that 
the parks should be benefited when there 
is a bicycle tax. 

The West Park board in its meeting Tues- 
day night declared that it wished the city 
to assist it in paying for electric lights. The 
amount necessary for this purpose is said 
to be $50,000. Commissioners from the other 
sides of town say that they will make the 
same demand if that of the West Park is 
granted. It is said, however, that the city 
is already paying $100,000 for the park lights.

dependent and self-supporting in this re- 


gard it is evident that it mugt resort to 
some other material as the basis of produc- 
tion, and the sugar beet, both in the ex- 
, perience of other countries as well as in the 
result of experiments in our own, offers the 
most certain and prompt solution of the 
problem. 

In adopting it we shall not be resorting 
to mere experiment but taking advantage 
of a half century of experience in other 
countries, which, like Germany, France, 
Belgium, Austria-Hungary, and Sweden, 
have not only reached the point of pro- 
ducing by this process all the sugar needed 
for home consumption, but have become ex- 
tensive exporters. Besides these older 
countries it is a significant fact that the 
‘manufacture of beet sugar has been car- 
ried to success in the newer regions of Ar- 
gentina, Brazil, and Queensland, and even 
in Bulgaria its production is encouraged by 
a bounty of 4 cents to home producers fora 
period of ten years.

' KIPLEY SHOULD Go 
The newspaper organ of the Chicago 
mocrats comes to the defense of Chief of 
Police Kipley, the gamblers’ friend. It 
claims that he is criticised only because he 
is a Democrat, and that nothing he can do 
will meet the approval of those who do not 
think as he does politically. - 

It is asserted further that there always 

will be some gambling in a large city like 
this, but that “ whether or not there is 
gambling in Chicago is a matter of indif- 
ference, when that gambling is not open 
and flagrant,” and that it is not the duty of 
the police to “ nose out every game of craps 
and of stud poker.“ 
But gambling is open and flagrant ™ be- 
cause the gamblers kuow that the Chief 
of Tolice is not going to interfere with 
them. He has legalized their business as 
far as he can. It is not necessary for a po- 
liceman or private citizen to nose out” 
a gaming-house if he wants to find one. 
The lights are burning brightly. The doors 
arg open. The runners of the houses are 
on the sidewalks soliciting custom. 

Two weeks ago the Chief of Police let 
the gamblers understand that they would 
not be meddled with if they carried on 
business in the South Division south of 
Van Buren street and north of Thirty-niuth 
and nowhere else. Thereupon open and 
flagrant” gambling commenced in the ex- 
tensive reservation set apart for the use 
of the gambler by Kipley. 

Where did he get the authority to declare 
that gambling should be tolerated and the 
laws against it not be enforced in one part 
of the city, and that in other sections 
gambling should be prohibited? The Su- 
preme Court has held that the Legislature 
cannot make poolselling an offense outside 
a racetrack inclosure and not an offense 
within it. Is Kipley mightier than the 
Legislature? 

But the gamblers were not satisfied with 
the reservation set off for them and have 
broken bounds, doubtless with Kipley’s ap- 
proval. Yesterday's Tarsus reported the 
fact that “ open and flagrant” gambling is 
being carried on in Hyde Park, which, 
under Kipley's original order, was a pro- 
hibition district” as regards gambling. 
Places have been opened up on the North 
Side. The gamblers seem to feel that the 
entire city is theirs and that they can go 
where they please. 

This open sanctioning of gambling by 
Kipley is what incenses the people the 
most. There have been Chiefs of Police 
who have ignored gambling, and who have 
contended that no houses were running 
when the city was full of them, but there 
has never before been a Chief of Police 
who created a gambling district, or who 
took such an interest in the morals of the 


on business more than six days in the

The Chief of Police would do no worse 
were he to notify pickpockets. that they 
would not be interfered with as long as 
they kept within certain metes and bounds, 
and did not relieve people of their purses on 
the first day of the week. 

The Mayor has returned to the city. It 
will be seen soon what he thinks of Nipley's 
method of dealing with the gamblers, which 
has resulted in open and flagrant ’ gam- 
bling throughout the city, or wherever a 
gambler thinks it will pay him to run a 
game. The Mayor can disapprove of Kip- 
ley's policy and discharge him. Or he can 
indorse that policy and make it his own 
by keeping Kipley in office and allowing 
him to run the department for the protee- 
tion of gamblers. 


PERU SHOULD SETTLE. 

Twelve years ago an American citizen 
named McCord, the consular agent of the 
United States at Arequipa, Peru, was ar- 
rested by some Peruvian revolutionists, im- 
prisoned, and sentenced te be shot. His 
life was saved only by the payment of a 
ransom of $10,000, the merchants of Are- 
quipa raising the money. 

Ever since 1888 the United States gov- 
ernment has been trying to get that of Peru 
to pay damages to McCord for the injuries 
inflicted on him. Every Minister to Peru 
has pressed the claim. The Senate has on 
various occasions requested the Executive 
to collect it. Last summer Secretary Oiney 
sent imperative instructions on the subject 
to the Minister at Lima, 

These instructions were laid before the 
Peruvian government, which stated that it 
would “study the case carefully so as to 
give an early reply.“ That is what it has 
been promising during the last nine years. 
The “early reply” has not been received 
yet, but the diplomatic representative of 
Peru has just reached Washington empow- 
ered to“ conduct negotiations for the set- 
tlement of this McCord claim. 

The State department, however, is not in 
a humor for further negotiations. It has 
demanded of the Peruvian government the 
immediate payment of $50,000 to McCord. 
That is its ultimatum. No threats are 
made, but it is stated that any further delay 
on the part of Peru will be considered as 
“ injurious to the cordial relations existing 
between the two governments.” 

If this government allows it Peru will 
keep on negotiating and discussing for ten 
or twenty years to come. The Spanish- 
American republics have inherited from 
Spain all the arts of procrastination which 
she knows so well how to use where the 
payment of a just claim is demanded, and 
those republics are always ready to use 
them in a case like that of McCord. 

The only way to deal with these evasive 
and dilatory republics is to let them under- 
stand that the United States will not put 
up with endless delays, and that when it has 
set its foot down something must be done 
or there will be trouble. President Harri- 
son had to do that in the Chilean case, and 
it was effectual. A sharp message to Pern 
will bring her to terms at once.

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SPREAD OF THE TAG FAD. 

The prevailing fad to tax and tag bicycles 
has reached the West Park board, and it 
is fair to assume that before the spread 
of the fad is checked it will have invaded 
the other park boards of th@city. It seems 
to be the Intent of the board, that has 
been striken with the fever, to coerce the 
city into turning over to its use some of 
the tag money collected, The baard has 
not threatened yet to establish a tag sys- 
tem of its own if the city does not make the 
desired concession, but it is plain that some 
such act of reprisal can be expected, It 
cannot be assumed that the other park 
boards would remain idle with such an 
easily obtained revenue at large, and there- 
fore one of the prospects of the future 
that confronts the Chicago cyclists is a tag 
tax in every park in addition to the general 
tag imposed by the city, 

If this is to be done, early attention 
should be paid to the question of making 
these tags decorative, It is a common 
practice of bicycle riders to make a tour 
of the parks on a single run, in which case 
it would be necessary to carry all the tags 
at once. It would be manifestly absurd 
to have thege things dangling from the 
wheel, and besides they would impede 
seriously the pedal action. The discom- 
fort would be even more pronounced if 
the rider chanced to want to make detours 
into suburban towns where extra tags 
would be required, 

The most convenient means of disposing 
of these evidences of civic inanity would 
be to wear them chatelafhe fashion ufter 
the style adopted by women in carrying 
about with them various articles of feminine 
adornment. They could thus be collected 
on a single chain, and might be made into 
covers for match boxes, tool bags, or other 
necessary appurtenances of the wheel, thus 
devoting them in a measure to a useful 
purpose, 

Before cyclists consent, however, to this 
proposed extension of the tag system it 
will be necessary to obtain from some 
one in authority an assurance that the 
limit. has been reached. Judging by the 
present status of the fad it is not im- 
possible that householders on various 
blocks of the city may combine and establish 
little detached tag systems of their own, 
covering the pavement which their lots 
front. What cyclists want is the guarantee 
that there is to be an end to the fad 
and some indication as to what that end 
is to be. 


RELEASING CONVICTS ON PAROLE. 

The indeterminate sentence or parole law 
has been in force now for two years. Conse- 
quently many convicts have been tried and 
sentenced under it, and have been in the 
penitentiary that one year which they must 
spend there before they can be released on 
parole. 

When the commissioners of the Joliet 
Penitentiary met Tuesday there were sub- 
mitted to them the cases of about 300 of 
the inmates who would like to be released 
on parole. All of them profess great peni- 
tence for their misdeeds, and promise to 
lead honest, industrious lives if they are 
given an opportunity to do so. If the 
commissioners were mind-readers they 
would be able to know how many of these 
men are in earnest, 

The commissioners did not announce their 
decision in any of these cases. They have 
to do-a little investigating first. The law 
declares that no prisoner shall be released 
on parole until the Prison board has “ satis- 
factory evidence that arrangements have 
been made for his honorable and useful 
employment while upon parole in some 


suitable occupation, and also for a proper 


home free from criminal influences.” 


There are undoubtedly cases where young | 


men, who have strayed heedlessly into 
the paths of crime, are sincerely desirous 
to behave themselves, and have relatives or 
friends who will take charge of them if re- 
leased, As far as they are concerned the 
parole law is a good law. If the Prison 
commissioners pass favorably on such cases, 
and those only, the law will be vindicated. 
If the commissioners are deceived and let 
loose men who have no intention of re- 
forming, then a wrong against the com- 
munity will be perpetrated, 5 

A short time ago mention was made of 
the case of one man who had convinced the 
prison authorities that he wanted to turn 
over a new leaf, but who relapsed specdily 
into crime. How many more such cases 
there are, or how many of those released 
conditionally have behaved themselves, is 
not known. It is known that many of those 
let out of the reform school on parole have 
not reformed. 

The commissioners should be exceedingly 
careful in the exercise of the authority vest- 
ed in them by the parole law. It costs con- 
siderable to cateh, try, and lodge in the 
penitentiary some thief or robber, and he 
should not be turned loose unless it is 
humanly certain that he will not fall back 
straightway into evil courses. 


THE OUTLOOK FOR 1897. 

The reports sent out by the government 
of the condition of crops for the last 
week, almost without exception go to 
confirm the favorable intimations received 
on the same subject. Almost the only ex- 
ception to the generally favorable indica- 
tions comes from western Missouri and 
portions of Kansas, where a period of hot 
and dry weather has affected the growing 
crops—especially corn—unfavorably. Rains 
during the early part of the present week 
have materially relieved the situation in 
northern Kansas, however, and large crops 
are anticipated. , 

From other Western and middle Western 
States come promises of average or abun- 
dant harvests. In the more southerly tier 
of States (as Kentucky, Indiana, and IIli- 
nois) the thrashing of the wheat crop is 
either finished or well under way, while the 
yield is good, with quality generally superi- 
or. Other small grains, except oats, ha ve 
generally done well. Spring wheat fs well 
advanced in the Northern districts, and 
harvesting in some portions begun with 
promise of satisfactory results. A notice 
able feature of the conditions in the 
semi-arid region of the Dakotas and 
Nebraska has been the unusnal amount 
of rainfall, and from all sides come prom- 
ising reports of the outlook for corn. |

So sat- 
isfactory were the results that it is claimed 
the cost of making steel will be reduced to 
$12—or even $10 or $3—per ton, and the 
erection of new mills is already promised. 
The tinplate industry, which suffered from 
the late Democratic tariff, also shows symp- 
toms of revival under the new law, and will 
soon be in full operation with demand for in- 
creased facilities, | 

On the whole, the promises made before 
the passage of the new tariff act of renewed 
activity in the leading manufacturing in- 
dustries are being verified to the letter, and 
these indications are well supported by the 
improved condition in agricultural matters. 
Let the present coal miners’ strike be speed- 
ily settled and there can be no serious 9b- 
stacle to a period of business activity euch 
as the country has not seen in the last five 
‘years, and which will bring prosperity to 
the mass of business industries. 


LIVING OFF THE COUNTY. 

Tuesday morning there were over 300 
patients at the County Hospital. Tuesday 
night there were only 600. Twenty-five per 
cent of the inmates were discharged cured 
in one day. Were this left unexplained it 
would give the public a high impression 
of the medica! skill of the hospital pkyal 
cians. But when explained it puts the 
doctors and the hospital authorities in a 
rather bad light. 

For these individuals, who were bundled 
out of the hospital unceremoniously Tues- 
day, hud been in perfect health for a 
long time, and ought to have been dis- 
charged months or years ago. Fifty of 
the discharged patients were admitted in 
1898 and twenty as far back as 1890. 
They were cured of their ailments—if they 
ever had any—long ago, but they have 
kept on living at the hospital so as to 
get food and lodging without work. Some 
of these men who have been living off 
the county have money or rich relatives. 
One than, who has been an inmate for 
six years, owns a block of buildings. 

Of course, it has been the fauit of those 
in charge of the institution that these 
leeches have been permitted to bleed the 
county. If a physician is competent he is 
able to tell the difference between ea. sick 
man and one who is shamming sickness. 
He knows when a patient is able to leave, 
and it is his duty to report that fact. 
There have been cases, no doubt; where 
the doctors have done that, and yet the 
patients, though well, had been allowed 
to remain and live off the county. When 
that has happened the hospital authori- 
ties have been at fault. The man who 
should have been turned ont has had friends 
with influence who have been able to keep 
him in, 

It is discreditable to the hospital manage- 
ment that these impostort were not bounced 
sooner. But better late than nerer.“ 
What was done Tuesday may be accepted 
as evidence that no more dead-beats will 
be allowed to fatten on the charity of the 
public. There are thousands of men in 
this city who will do almost anything rather 
than work for a living. They would sooner 
live in a hospital or on alms. Eternal 
vigilance has to be exercised by all who 
distribute public or private relief.

Among the former was the 2 
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An Attempt ‘te Solve an 014 Problem 
Protessor Gill Is Right. 


For hundreds of years naturalists have 
been seeking in vain to find out how cels 
are propagated. The eel problem werried 
hundreds of ge end now at last 
the secret is out. It has been diecovered by 
two Italian zodlogists, Professor Grassi and 
his pupil, Sig. Calandruccio. In order ta 
reach the sources of this discovery we must 
go back to 1763. At that time the naturalist 
Pennant called attention to a singular little 
fish that was then utterly unknown, and 
which is still found at several points in the 
Atlantic Ocean, and especially in the Medi- 
terranean Sea. It is a little creature as 
transparent as glass, with a flat body and 
very small fins. It is almost entirely formed 
of a gelatinous tissue. It has no eyes, and 
its blood is colorless. Fora long time it was 
thought that it was a species in itself, but 
nobody knew where to piace it in the family 
of creatures. In 1864 an American scientist, 
Mr. Gill, stated that these singular little 
fishes were the larve of conger eels, and in 
1866 Professor of the Sorbonne, M.. Yves 
Delage, confirmed the statement of Mr.. Gill 


| and proved by experiments that the little 


creature was a larva. He put one of them 
into an aquarium, where he witnessed its 
transformation into a young conger eel. 

„Now the larves in question are plentiful 
in Sicily, and particularly in the Straits of 
Messina. Professor Grassi procured a num- 
ber of them and kept them for a long time 
in an aquarium. With Sig. Calandruccio he 
witnessed the metamorphosis of these larve, 
They all became eels, some of them congers 
and others of a different species. But there 
was one particularly small species which at- 
tracted their attention. They watched it 
closely, and one day they found it trans- 
formed into a common,eel. The greater 
portion of the larve coijected by Sig. Grassi 
and Calandruccio came from great depths, 
500 meters at least. These larve come to 
the surface by accident when torn from their 
retreats by the currents and the commotions 
go frequent in the Straits of Messina. The 
conclusion, therefcre, is that the production 
of the eels is brought about very far from 
the surface of the sea. The larva of the eel 
is about seven or eight centimeters long, 
and the young eel, the result of the trans- 
formation, is always shorter. 

“We are now, therefore, in a position to 
explain the enigma that baffled the world 
from thé time of Aristotle. Reversing the 
habit of the salmon, the eel comes down 
from the rivers to reach the sea from Octo- 
ber until January. In the deep water it 
undergoes important changes, according to 
the specimens observed by the two Italian 
scientists. Its eyes especially acquire di- 
mensions that they never attain in tresh 
water. The color also changes. The eggs 
begin to float upon the surface of the sea 
in the month of January, but the first larve 
do not make their appearahce until the fol- 
lowing spring. These larve are found in 
the stomachs of fishes that are known to 
live in very deep water. They are developed 
in the sea, and it is believed thai it requires 
at least a month before they are trans- 
formed into little eels. The reproduction in 
the different species is slow. It is estimated 
that there is an interval of two years be- 
tween the descent of the adults from the 
rivers to the sea and the return of their 
progeny. After remaining for a certain time 
in salt water the young eel seeks the ostu- 
aries, and at last takes the road to the 
rivers. As for the old eel, it remains in the 
sea, and it is the general opinion that it 
dies very soon after reproduction. Conse- 
quently it never returns to the fresh water. 
Such, in brief, ts the mystery of the cels, 
which Professors Grassi and Calandruccio 
have elucidated. There remain now only a 
few details to study. It took a long time to 
make the discovery, but all's well that ends 
well. HENRI DE PAR VILLE.“

druccio will tell us how eels grow in lakés 
and duck ponds far from the sea it might 
be interesting reading. It is also strange 


that in artificial ponds in which fish have 


never been placed it takes little more than 

two years to find them well stocked with 

various members of the finny tribe, big and 

little, according to the nature of the soil.—

Olives in California. 

By the federal census of 1890 the olive 
plantations of the State of California in- 
cluded 607,877 trees, and of this number 
278,381 were bearing fruit. Olives to the 
amount of more than 9,000,000 pounds and 
the value of nearly $400,000 had been pro- 
duced in California in the year previous. 


Such has been the development of the olive | 


industry since that in 1895 500,000 olive trees 
were sold for planting from the nurseries 
of Pomona alone, and it is estimated that 
600,000 olive trées were planted in Cali- 
fornia. It is predicted that at no very dis- 
tant date California will produce as much 
olive oil as Italy and Spain together. The 
average annual product of olive oil in Italy 
amounts to 750,000 tons, in Spain to 300,000, 
in France to 185,000, in Portugal to 100,000, 
and in Greece to 65,000 tons, a total in these 
five countries of 1,650,000 tons. 

The portion of California which is best 
fitted for olive culture is of course the south- 
ern part, on the Pacific slope, and it is com- 
puted that the counties of California where 
the olives may be acclimated constitute the 
largest and finest olive growing area in the 
world. It is from 600 to 700 miles long, and 
varies in width from thirty to 125 miles, the 
total area being twice that devoted to olives 
in Spain. The demand for olives and olive 
oll in the United States is constantly on the 
increase, and the opportunities for an en- 
larged market for California producers are 
thereby made excellent and, moreover, the 
facilities of transit for freight between the 
East and the West are constantly being im- 
proved. Steamship charges between Texas 
and the North Atlantic points are lower now 
than they have been for many-years and a 
considerable portion of the product which 
comes to the East from California, and, 
especially from southern California. is sent 
over the lines having a terminus in the Lone 
Star State. This temporary stimulus of an 
Eastern market for California olives and 
olive products is of less importance, in the 
judgment of dealers, however, than the fact 


that the demand for olives and olive oil is | 


largely on the Increase, and the necessity of 
importing olive oil, except of the very fine 
grades, from Europes np longer exists. Un-

jars and 15 cents per on olives im- 
ported in barrels. On olive oll the duty bas 
been raised under the new tariff from 35 to 
40 cents a gallon, and the effect of these 
changes, it is expected, will be favorable to 
an enlarged market for the Americen olive 

roducts. The average importations have 
eh 400,000 gallons of olive oll in a year, 
and the reduction of this amount with con- 
stantly increasing American consumption 
will be to the benefit, it is believed, of the 
California farms.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 4. — [Special.

Agents should be 
selected with care and a letter of instruc- 
tions given to them from which there should 
be no departure except on authority of the 
commanding officer.

Character of the ration should vary, for 
what would be suitable for the South would 
not be suitable for the North. For negroes 
in the South Captain Davis suggested salt 
pork, cornmeal, and molasses. For Western 
people, beans, salt pork,and flour. Not over 
five-sixths the ration ordinarily used should 
be given for the reason that the beneficiaries 
being in idleness do not require the same 
amount of food they do when at work.

M'KINLEY AND THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Secretary of the Reform League 
Foints Out What the Recent Or- 
der Really Means. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—[Special.}]— 
George McAheny, Secretary of the National 
Civil Service Reform league, has undertaken 
to point out and explain the force, meaning, 
and effect of President McKinley's recent 
order modifying the civil service rules as 
extended by his predecessor, Grover Cleve- 
land. According to Secretary McAneny the 
new rule of President McKinley requiring 
that no removal shall be made from a posi- 
tion subject to competitive examination ex- 
cept for just cause and upon written charges, 
of which the accused shall have full notice 
and an opportunity to make defense, will 
have a far reaching application. 

It will apply to every officer and employé 
in the department at Washington excepting

Switz City, Ind., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—The 
little Town of Switz City on the main line of 
the Indianapolis and Vincennes railway and 
the Indiana and Illinois Southern has boen 
in a state of turmoil today. Bloodshed was 
only averted by the prompt action of Sheriff 
McLaughlin, who is at this hour on the scene 
of trouble with his deputies.

The cheap 
games are well patronized by boys and 
workingmen, who soon drop their meager 
money supply and depart penniless. 

The same plan was worked on the West 
Side until last night, when the gamesters 
were given a tip from police headquarters 
to raise the price of chips to five cents.

been frequently violated and last night the 
place was closed. The bartender said there 
was a little difficulty at present.

SEEKS.A SYLVAN SUICIDE. 


CHARLES KNORR GOES TO A NILES 
CENTER GROVE TO END HIS LIFE, 


0 * 

Before He Fires the Fatal Shot He 
Writes Two Letters to A. L. Kraus, 
Announcing His Intention, and 
Tel ing Where His Body May Be 
Found—Ghastly Reward of the 
Searching Friends—Business Re- 
verses Supply a Motive. 


After a search of two days through the 
woods near Bowmanville and along the 
banks of the North Branch of the Chicago 
River west of Niles Center the body of 
Charles Knorr, 39 years old, 20 Rees street, 
was found by his friends late yesterday aft- 
ernoon, A bullet hole in his right cheek and 
the revolver with which it had been inflicted 
still ,clutched in his hand told how he had, 
ended his life. } 

The body had been lying in the woods 
known as Harms’ Grove since Monday after- 
noon, and since Tuesday morning, when & 
letter was received from Knorr by A. L. 
Kraus telling where the body would be 
found, friends had searched for miles about 
Niles Center, 

Knorr was an architect and engineer with 
an office at 383 North avenue. A short time 
ago he was a member of the firm of Riegert 
& Knorr. Business reverses came to the 
firm, it was dissolved, and that, together 
with the pressure of several creditors to 
whom he owed small sums, is said to have 
caused Knorr to take his life. 


Before the Fatal Deed. 


Knorr left home on Monday morning. 
About 1 p. m. he appearefi in Niles Center, 
where he attracted attention by his strange 
actions. He finally went up to Edwin 
Klehm's bar, ordered a small glass of beer, 
and asked for paper, an envelope, and a 
stamp. He wrote a letter, addressing it to 
A. L. Kraus, and left it with Klehm, who is 
also postmaster, to mail. 

The letter was not received until yesterday 
morning by Kraus, and in it the writer gave 
explicit directions where his body could be 
found. Previously to receiving the letter 
written in Niles Center Kraus received one 
which was written on Monday night. Inthe 
first letter Knorr announced to his friend 
that he intended to commit suicide, and that 
his body would be found near Bowmanville, 
Kraus at once drove to the place mentioned, 
but could.find no trace of the body, and 
after searching all day in the woods and 
along the river came to the conclusion that 
his frierd had been despondent when the 
letter was written and had later changed 
his mind. 


Second Warning Letter. 


Then he returned home and when he went 
to his office yesterday morning was sur- 
prised to find the second letter. In the last 
note Knorr said he was already in Niles 
Center and had selected the grove in Lin- 
coln avenue, about a quarter of a mile east 
of the vidage, in which to take his life. 

Knorr ulso requested that as soon as his 
body was found Undertaker Charles Bur- 
meister should be notified and bring it to the 
city. 

Kraus started a second time with a police- 
man do follow the directions of the ietter. 
The foration of the grove was so explicit 
the searchers had no difficulty in findirg 
the body. It was lying within twenty feet 
of the roadside and sheltered from sight by 
a thick clump of alder bushes. In the inside 
pocket of the dead man’s coat was a short 
note to Kraus and instructions for the un- 
dertaker together, with a sealed letter to his 
wife. 

Just a year ago within a week the unrecog- 
nizable body of a man was found in the same 
grove. Two other suicides have taken place 
within a short distance during the last two 
months. The body of Ambrose Hunter was 
found hanging to a tree on his father’s 
farm, which adjoins Harm’s Grove, and the 
body of Williams, the bicycle rider. was 
found on the banks of the river nearby a 
week previous. 


SILAS BARTLETT TAKES HIS LIFE.

One of Chicago’s Early Settlers Shoots 
Hir-self While Despondent and 
im Deep Grief, 


With a pistol so ancient as to be thought 
incapable of harm, Silas Bartlett, one of 
Chicago's ea*ly settlers, ended his life some 
time during Tuesday night. He was found 
dead in his bed at 2206 Carroll avenue early 
yesterday morning by his granddaughter, 
Mrs. Heary Blessing, 2204 Carroll avenue. 
A bull vid pierced the center of his fore- 
head and he hand still clutched the rusty 
fatal weapon. Despondercy is assigned as 
the ce we of suicide. 

Mr. sartlett was past 75 years of age. He 
had sxperie. ced many ups and downs of 
fortu.ie, and in his old age was left without 
anythi His wife and a daughter died 
three ars ago and he grieved for them 
constantly.

SILVER SENTIMENT IS WANING. 


New York, Aug. 4.--[Special.]—President 
Edward E. Poor of the National Park Bank 
has in his possession almost 100 letters from 
bankers in nearly every State in the union 
written in reply to a set of questions sent out 
by Mr. Poor concerning the business condi- 
tions in the different States and Territories, 

No more complete and thorough proof 
could be had that a great waveof prosperity 
and good times is sweeping over the coun- 
try than is furnished by these letters. They 
come from bankers in cities and small towns 
and in manufacturing and farming commu- 
nities. 

Mr. Poor sent the questions to the various 
correspondents of his bank largely for his 
personal information, but the results were 
so gratifying that he decided to make them 
public. The questions Mr. Poor put to the 
various bankers were: 

First—What is the general sentiment in 
your vicinity regarding the future of busi- 
ness? 

‘Second—Has the sentiment, in your opin- 
ion, a good basis, or is it the expression of 
people’s hopes? b 

Third—What are the crop prospects in 
your vicinity? 

Fourth—Are your manufacturer well and 
profitably employed? ¢ 

Fifth—What relation does the employed 
bear to the unemployed one year ago? 

Sixth—Has the silver question gained 


or lost ground in your neighborhood? 


Nearly All Tell of Improvement. 

In reply to the first question eighty-three 
letters indicate a greatly improved ccndition 
and confidence in its permanency; seven re- 
flected an opposite condition. 

To the second question seventy-rine let- 
ters replied that the sentiment was based 
on good crops, good prices for mem, and 
favorable local conditions. 

In reference to silver thirty-two letters 
reported that the cause had lost many ad- 
herents on account of the improved business 
conditions: twenty-one said that the silver 
sentiment had gained because prosperity did 
not follow on the heels of election; twenty- 
three letters indicated no change, and seven 
from rural districts reported it as being 
very strong. 

From the Pacific coast came the most en- 
couraging reports. Here is a le:ter from 


Iowa:

We have probably 70 
per cent of an average crop of wheat of as 
fine a quality as ever known; fourth, with the 
exception of the bicycle manufacturing busi- 
ness our manufacturers are doing fairly well, 
better than a year ago, with brighter pros- 
pects ahead. 

“ Fifth, I have no actual data for a relia- 
ble answer to this question, but believe that 
the number of unemployed is no greater than 
it was 4 year ago; indeed, I am inclined to 
the opinion, formed by a general surface ob- 
servation, that the number is somewhat less. 

Sixth, in my opinion the silver sentiment 
is as strong as it will ever get and will be on 
the wane from this time on. The improved 
crops, together with better prices, will make 
converts for sound principles of finance 


ACCIDENTS CAUSE THREATS. AGAINST 
A RAILWAY COMPANY. 


Residents Blame the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul for the Unguarded 
Condition of Crossings Between 
Rockwell Street and California 
Avenue—What Witnesses of Mis- 
haps Say—Division Superintendent 
Atkins Different View of the Matter. 


The occurrence of two accidents within 
the last two weeks along the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railroad tracks run- 
ning west in the Bloomingdale road has 
aroused residents in the viciaity to protest 
against the unguarded condition of the 
tracks at the three crossings between Rock- 
well street and California avenue. 

One of the residents in this neighborhood 
stated yesterday the feeling among his 
neighbors was so strong that they had de- 
termined to tear up the tracks of the com- 
pany unless relicf were granted. 

The officiai of the company who has im- 
mediate supervision of this branch of the 
road declared no complaints concerning the 
condition of these crossings ever had reached 
his ears, and that if the people of that sec- 
tion desired improvement in the condition of 
the crossings, in the way of additional fiag- 
men or gates, they need but secure the 
proper orders from the City Council to that 
end and the road would promptly comply.

** Since I have lived here I have seen more 
accidents than I can recall, and there is 
nothing to prevent their recurrence. Trains 
pass to and fro on parallel tracks, and a 
child who has waited until one has 
is likely to step in front of another without 
knowing it. 

The accident that occurred here con July 
22, in which a boy, 13 years old, had a leg 
and an arm cut off, was one of the most te 
rible sights [I ever witnessed. If there wer» 
flagmen at the crossings they could keep thse 
boys off the tracks and trains. 

“The latest accident was last Monday 
night, when a little boy jumping off a trail 
had his foot crushed or cut badly.“ 

Mr. Coleman complained of windows being 
broken by stones thrown, as he declared, by 
men and boys riding past on the cars.

PERU CALLED DOWN BY UNCLE SAM. 


Peremptory Demand Is Made for the 
Payment of the Famous Me- 
Cord Claim.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—With the ar- 
rival in this country of the new Peruvian 
Miaister our government has begun to press 
again for a settlement of the old McCord 
claim against Peru, which has been standing 
for nearly twenty years. 

McCord is an American railroad engineer 
and suverintesdent from Pennsylvania still 
living in Peru. During one of the periodic 
revolutions in that country he was im- 
prisoned by the revolutionists, brought o 
before a file of soldiers to be shot, and h 
execution was only prevented by the action 
of the foreign Consuls in raising a subscrip- 
tion to pay ‘a fine of 10,000 soles arbitrarily 
imposed upon McCord. Last December 
Secretary Olney sent an urgent dispatch to 
the United States Minister at Lima for 
presentation to the Peruvian government, 
demanding the payment of the indemnity 
of $50,000.

Conditions are fast changing for the better 
im the paint, oil, and drug trude, and an 
unexpected early fall trade has already set 
in. The greatest relative improvement 
among jobbers and manufacturers is at 
Chicago, Kangds City, St. Louis, Omaha, 
St. Paul, and Minneapolis. The encourag- 
ing expression of trade seems to be chiétly 
due to better feeling among buyers, who 
are generously resupplying themselves with 
stock and preparing for the large consump- 
tive demand which seems to be coming their 
way. Prices are advancing considerably. 
In many instances the increased tariff is 
mainly the cause of higher quotations, and a 
general readjustment to the new scale of 
tariff duties is one of the chief features 
of the trade. But a good demand keeps pace 
with rising prices, so that it would seem 
that after all the advance is but a reaction 
from abnormally low prices which have 
hitherto prevailed.

Experiments of Dipping. 

The experiments of dipping cattle for the 
destruction of ticks were undertaken at the 
agricultural experiment station of the Uni- 
versity of the Staté of Missouri, at Columbia, 
Mo., and have proved entirely successful. It 
was discovered that the direct cause of 
Texas fever is a blood-corpuscle-destroying 
micro-organism and that the transmission 
of this micro-organism from Southern cattle 
to native Northern cattle in natural out- 
breaks is effected by the Southern cattle 
tick and by this means only. 
During the last two years exhaustive ex- 
periments have been made with the Texas 
fever tick at the Santa Gertrudes ranch, 
situated in Nueces County, Tex., south of 
here, and the results were the same as those 
at the Missouri experiment station. It was 
then suggested that could some method be 
devised whereby Southern cattle could be 
entirely freed from the ticks, their trans-

Reasons in a Nutshell. 


The attorney then proceeded to give the 
reasons for his assertion, which are,in brief, 
ag follows: 

Most of the companies, now in the trust and 
chartered under the general incorporation act of 
1872, are forbidden to sell or transfer their fran- 
chises or privileges or enter into any combina- 
tion concerning the price of gas. 

The same provision is made by city ordinance 
with reference to the Chicago Economie Fuel Gas 
company, organized in 1890. 

The policy of Illinois and Chicago has always 
been against trusts and combines and the courts 
have uniformly decided in line with this policy. 

A departure from the accepted policy of the 
State appears in the power giving the right to 
condemn stock of dissenting stockholders, as in 
case of eminent domain. 

The act of 1897, as an independent act of con- 
solidation, without reservation, subjecting it to 
future legislation, works an Irrevocable grant, and 
as such contravenes the bill of rights and the 
State constitution.

The most important point to be consid- 
ered in these experiments was that the dis- 
infectant should not injure the cattle, even 
though the injury be slight and of a passing 
nature.

various used. Many disinfect- 
ants, when applied in a sufficiently strong 
solution, destroyed the parasite in the time 

but also left the animals in a suffer- 
ing condition that would have rendered them 
for a time unfit for transportation or for 
market. A number of different kinds of 
preparations are used in which to dip the 
cattle, the most successful being certain 
cotton and mineral oils with a slight mix- 
ture of carbolic acid. 

The dipping station at the Santa Gertrudes 
ranch consists of a number of pens so ar- 
ranged as to facilitate the handling and as- 
sorting of large numbers of cattle in order 
that young calves which are not to be dipped 
may be cut out. All of these pens except 
the large ones are built very strong of mes- 
quite timber. The largest pen is built of 
mesquite posts connected by ten smooth 
wires. The pens all connect with one an- 
other, the dipping vat being constructed be- 
tween the last two. The vat itself is thirty 
feet long at the top and fifteen feet at the 
bottom. It is built of 4x4-inch upright tim- 
bers three feet apart, planked inside with 
two-inch cypress boards, and well calked. 
It is two feet wide at the bottom and seven 
feet at the top. The vat is nine feet deep, 
but is never filled to a greater depth than 
five feet, at which point it holds about 
2,500 galions. A short, narrow chute leads 
to the entrance of the vat, and in this is lo- 
cated a trap door, the heavier end of which 
ends on the floor in the chute, while the 
other end protrudes over the vat between 
the extended sides of the chute. 

Rapidity of the Work. 

The trap door, which is 4x8 feet, turns on 
a bolt and is located seven feet from the bot- 
tom of the vat and two feet from the surface 
of the dip when this amounts to 2,500 gal- 
lons. This insures a complete immersion of 
the animals. A false bottom directly under- 
neath the trap door compels the animals to 
swim forward and make room for those fol- 
lowing, as the vat is narrow enough to pre- 
vent an animal from turning around in it. 
An incline leads to the top of the further end 
of the vat, where it is joined to the dripping 
floor. This is a platform 16xk14 feet, 
where it connects with the incline in the 
vat, and twelve feet wide at the, further 
It is fenced in with boards and slopes 
slightly toward the vat. Like the incline, it 
is heavily cleated to prevent the animals 
from slipping. The vat is provided with a 
tongue and ed cover, which, for con- 
venience of handling, is divided into three 
sections and is attached to one side of the 
vat. That side for the purpose of drainage 
is built slightly higher than the other. The 
cover protects the dip from the sun, rain, 
and dust. 

The cattle dipping process is very interest- 
ing. When a number of cattle are to be 
dipped they are driven into the pens by cow- 
boys. The cutting out of those which are 
not to be treated is done in the large pen 
and the animals are then turned into the 
second pen From this leads a narrow chute, 
which is just wide enough to allow one ani- 
mal to pass at a time. At the end of the 
chute is a swinging gate manipulated by a

This charter, as amended, is an irrevoca- 
ble grant by the State to the corporation, 
and no power was therein reserved to amend, 
modify, or change the charter to the dis- 
advantage of the corporation. 

“The act of 1897, which made this com- 
bination possible, made it lawful for all the 
gas companies in Chicago to merge into a 
single corporation, which had to be one of 
the consolidating concerns, so the result 
is not the creation of a new corporation, but 
the continuance of the old charter of the 
People’s Gas Light and Coke company, with 
all the powers of the constituent companies 
which have entered into the combination. 

Section Full of Meaning. 

“In the ninth section of the act of 1897 
it is provided that the consolidated cor- 
poration is subject to and must perform 
for each of the companies entering into the 
corporation or trust all the legal obligations 
resting upon each of them under their 
respective charters and ordinances, except 
where the provisions hereof conflict with the 
exercise of the powers granted by the act. 
Right here this exception is full of mean- 
ing, for most of the companies which have 
since been chartered under the general in- 
corporation act of 1872—such as the Con- 
sumers’, the Equitable, and others—received 
orders from the City of Chicago which for- 
bade the companies to sell or transfer their 
franchises and privileges to any other gas 
company, and enter into any combination 
with any company concerning the rate to 
be charged for gas. Most of the companies 
gave bonds to the city conditioned that they 
would not enter into any combination, di- 
rectly or indirectly, with any gas company 
concerning the rates for gas, and if such 
company would directly or otherwise, sell, 
lease, or transfer its franchises and privi- 
leges then the right and privileges of such 
company would absolutely determine upon 
the happening of the event.”
